It may be worth more to be 
sanctified than many are in- 
clined to believe. It is a Bible 
experience and this of itself is 
enough to show that’it is of 
much value. I cannot think of 
anything being put in the Bible 
that is worthless. Every ex- 
perience has its place in the 
great scheme of redemption and 
nothing should be ignored. I do 
not say that sanctification is 
worth more than any other ex- 

rience, but I do say it has 

place and to ignore it is cer- 
tainly a grave mistake. 


The Church of God Kvangel 
las stood four square for Bible 
sanctification from the begin- 
ning of its existence, It is just 
as strong for it now as ever. 
And the Evangel represents a 


people that believe in holiness} 


with all their hearts. Many 
thousands of them have the ex- 
perience and are ready to take 
the witness stand in favor _ of 
it any time. And the experience 
is a definite one sought and ob- 
tained subsequent to -conver- 
sion—the forgiveness of sins. It 
also precedes the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. ‘ 


It has been said by some that 
we have left off regeneration 
and sanctification in our teach- 
ing since we discovered the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost evi- 
denced by the other tongues, 
but this is not true. We are as 
strong for the first experiences 
as ever, but of course it is nec- 
essary to give extended teach- 
ing on the baptism because so 
few people know anything 
about it, and it has been neg- 
lected so long. But with all 
this, sanctification must be kept 
prominently before the people 
so it will never be neglected. 


Sanctification is not always 
easily obtained because it is a 
death rather than giving life and 
people usually resist death as 
long as they can. I once heard 
a prominent holiness preacher 
tell of. the experience of a cer- 
tain man which he used as an 
illustration. He said this man 
professed holiness, but he had 
apparently went to the altar and 
asked Cod to sanctify him and 
accepted it by faith, as he called 
it. ond went away claiming he 
had the experience. But in 
conrse of time under the preach- 
ine of the red hot gospel of holi- 
ness he conclvded he was not 
as far along ‘in his experience 
as he thought hé was so he fell 
into the altar and after a strug- 
gle of several hours he died to 
sin with his head buried in the 
straw down under the altar rail. 
Thee is where the “old man” 
died. 


The first experience gives life. 
Sins are forgiven, the seeker is 
“horn ogain’—given life, and is 
a living child of God. The bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost gives 
power for service. But sancti 
fiertion is the crucifixion of the 
“old man”’— the old adam _na- 
ture dies, and that gives a 
chance for the development and 
growth of the new nature that} 
was put,in there when born 
again. When I was. sanctified 
the fire whipped through my be- 
ing like an electric shock and 
the -“carnal mind” was _ killed 
out instantly. I have heard 
many give similar testimonies. 
‘They declare the “fold man” is 
dead and they are glad of it. 





And who wouldn’t be glad of 
the-death of such an enemy? 
Paul declares that “the carnal 
mind is enmity against God: for 
it is not subject to the low of 


God, neither indeed can be.” 
Now since this is true who 
wouldn’t be glad to get the old 
man out? He is against God, 
will not let a child of God have 
liberty—keeps them all bound 
up so they can’t be free. Peo- 
ple who are not sanctified do 
not know what real freedom is. 
It is said that “Wild Bill” once 
said, “dead men tell no stories,” 
and he was careful to leave his 
man lying on the ground dead. 
He would not leave till he knew 
he was so dead that he would 
not come to life and give him 
trouble again. The carnal mind 
that is enmity against God 
ought to be left go dead that it 
will never come to life again, 
because it will always give trou- 
ble when it is alive. 


_ A noted divine of many years 
ago stated in his writings that 
he lost the experience of sanc- 
tification seven times before he 
learned how to keep it. This 
was a man who was almost by 
himself in teaching the doctrine 
and he was in the early dawn 
of the latter day gospel light. 
But he kept up the struggle and 
the study of the Bible until he 
learned it and lived the experi- 
ence the balance of his days. 
This man’s experience and tes- 
timony shows that the experi- 
ence may be lost. And I have 
met a number of honest, up- 
right, truthful men and women 
who testified that they once en- 
joyed the experience of sancti- 
fication, and knew what it was, 
but they had lost it. Another 
group of witnesses have stated 
they had the experience and 
lost it by some failure on their 
part. afid then regained it after 
a great struggle. And the tes- 
timonies of all these intelligent 
people are not to be despised or 
ignored. But the fearful thing 
about losing sanctification is 
that those who have lost it and 
regained it unanimously agree 
that it is harder to get back 
after it is lost than it was to get 
at the first. 


God’s work is not to be trifled 
with. The Children of Israel 
are examples of God’s retribu- 
tion. They treated God’s laws 
with levity until He could bare: 
it no longer and thus they were 
plunged into captivity and their 
nation became a thing of the 
past. The Jews who rejected 
Jesus when He came have been 
under the most cruel treatment 
scattered into all parts of the 
world for near two thousand 
years. They have been slaugh- 
tered by the millions and no na- 
tion on earth wants them. They 
have probably received more 
human treatment in the United 
States of America than any 





other country in the world and 
yet they are a “hissing” and de- 
spised more or less in every city 
and town. O itis a_ fearful 
thing to fall under the ill-favor 
of God! To willingly keep the 
“carnal mind” when it is enmity 
against God, and when provis- 
ions have been made through 
Christ for its death and destruc- 
tion looks tog much like trifling 
with God for there to be any 
pleasure in it. ‘Tt is a fearful 
thing to fall into the hands of; 
the living God.” (Heb. 10:31) «; 


‘I do not claim to know the 
process of the Lord’s work in 
sanctification, but 1 do know 
that the Book points out the 
way hy~saying, “Wherefore Je- 
sus also, that he might sancti- 
fy the people with his own blood. 
suffered without the gate. Let 





us go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp. bearing his, 


reproach.” And when the seeker 
makes a full surrender and goes 
into the depths of consecration 
and by this means gets outside 
the camp the sanctifying power 
will always fall upon him. Je- 
sus is the sanctifier and He 
knows the process of cleansing 
the heart from the old inbred 
nature. -The seeker will know 
the work is done, but he may 
never know just how it was 
done. The Holy Ghost is a 
faithful witness so that one 
need not be in thé dark or in 
doubt about it. “For by one of- 
fering he (Jesus), hath perfected 
for ever them that are sancti- 
fied, whereof the Holy Ghost is 
a witness to us.” (Heb. 10:14, 
15) He is a witness to sanctifi- 
cation, that is, He manifests 
Himself to the consecrated soul 
in a way to let him know that 
the offering is accepted, the 
blood of cleansing has been ap- 
plied and the heart is clean and 
pure in His sight. 


This is indeed a wonderful ex- 
perience, performed by the blood 
of Jesus in some unseen and un- 
known manner. It is a mys- 
tery, but it is a real process. 
Just as much as the use of soap 
and water takes the dirt and filth 
out of clothes or off of our 
bodies. This process by the 
bloodswipes out the “old man” 
nature, agd gives room and op- 
portunity for the divine nature 
put in there at conversion § to 
develop and grow. No more 
Ishmael to tantalize little Isaac. 
No more getting. mad and “‘fly- 
ing off the handle.” O what a 
change! And the Lord is good 
enough and wise enough to at- 
tend to it all and put it through 
to the end. 


There is usually a funeral 
service following the death of 
the “old man,” but it is a dif- 
ferent kind of a service from 
those that accompany the death 
of our friends and relatives. At 
the funeral service of the ‘‘old 
man” there is no mourning. In- 
stead of sadness there is glad- 
ness. Instead of mourning there 
is laughter. Instead of slow quiet 
movements there are hurried 
movements and usually a good 
deal of noise. No body is sor- 
ry this “old man” is dead. He 
has always been a_ trouble 
maker, and never did do any 
good in the world. Those who 
are acquainted with him rejoice 
because he is gone. And they 
hope he will never be resurrect- 
ed. They hope he is dead for 
ever. 


How much different life is 
after the sanctifying power 
falls upon a soul! How smooth 
and even compared with the old} 
“up and down” life. I have 
never been able to see why any 
one should object to such a 
wonderful experience—an ex- 
perience that will relieve them 
of the battle that always _pre- 
vails in the human heart as long 
as the “old man” lives provided 
there is any effort made to live 
the Christian life. 


Paul found that some of his 
church members were not sanc- 
tified. He called such as these 
“babes in Christ.” I wonder 
what he would call some of the 
people in our day who have been 
professing religion for forty or 
fifty years and still they are not 
sanctified. He found these 
“babes in Christ” aj] divided up; 
over their preachers. Don’t 
know what else could have heen 
working. brt they could not 
agree.. Some of them had en- 


ivy, some had strife, and there, 


was a general division among) 
them. Whrt was the cause of; 
all this distyrbance? They; 
were not sanctified. And I sup-| 
pose the same cause exists to-| 
day. When there is among the 
members of a local church en-; 
vying and strife and divisions it! 
must be that some of them, if 
not all, need a good case of Bi-! 
hle sanctificstion, and it could! 
be possible that some of them 





need some of their sins forgiven, 
for usually when there are con- 
tentions and divisions there is 
a pretty plenty of talk and the 
Bible says, ‘‘In the multitude of 
words there wanteth not sin,” 
—there is sin committed by too 
much talk. In contentions and 
strife some body will say some- 
thing that is sinful, and then 
others may do the same, and 
there it goes until all concerned 
will feel bad. Sanctification is a 
good remedy for all this. 


Many times it has been ex- 
claimed, O that the people were 
sanctified! This experience 
brings a kind of a subdued na- 
ture into the life of those who 
possess it. There is a depth of 
humility that does not show in 
an unsanctified heart. In my 
imagination I see a difference in 
the sparkle of the eye, the step, 
the tone of the voice, the home 
life, the social life, the business 
life. In fact, it makes all the 
difference one is looking for. 
The praying is different, the 
praying is more frequent and 
much easier. There is no fight 
on hands when one wants. to 
do good. The hindrance to a 
full and free service is gone— 
the old man is dead, really dead. 


In our teaching and preach- 
ing sanctification should not be 
lost sight of, but emphasized 
more all the time. It must be 
plainly understood that the “old 
man” must give up and die. He 
should never be pitied or petted. 
He must receive no quarters. 
He will beg and cling to life as 
long as possible. At times he 
has been known to crouch down 
and be quiet and nice so that the 
person in whom he made his 
home had such a sweet experi- 
ence and even life that it looked 


like sanctification, when all of af 


sudden under some slight pro- 
vocation he broke out and ran 
over in a rage and ruined ev- 
erything that had been done 
probably for several months. 
One dear man told of building 
up his Christian character many 
times before he was sanctified 
only to have it all torn down in 
a few minutes. He became so 
discouraged with trying to live 
a Christian life that he was 
tempted many times never to 
try it again. But when he was 
sanctified it cured him com- 
pletely of the boil-over storms 
that are so characteristic of 
the unsanctified life. 


There never was a time when 
this flower of Christian doc- 
trine needed to be preached 
more pointedly and clearly than 
today. This is one of our pe- 
culiar doctrines taken from the 
Bible that must be emphasized. 
One part of our work is to stir 
up all who have believed to go 
on unto perfection, and every 
moment to expect the full sal- 
vation which is received by sim- 
ple faith. It has been observed 
that where a work of sanctifi- 
eation breaks out, the whole 
work of God prospers. Entire 
salvation from inbred sin can 
hardly ever be insisted upon, 
either in preaching or prayer 
without a particular blessing 
following. Indeed, the work of 
God will flourish in every place 
where full sanctification is clear- 
ly and strongly preached. The 
more explicitly and_ strongly 
you press all helievers to aspire 
after full sanctification, as at- 
tainable now by simple faith, 
the more the whole work of 
God will prosper. This has been 
verified many times over in the 
experience of those engaged in 
the Master’s work. 


The whole pentecostal move- 
ment prospered and grew while 
they all stuck to the heautiful 
doctrine of entire sanctification 
subsequent to conversion, and 
prior to the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but the moment that 
blessed doctrine was _ hushed 
and put out of the list there 
¢vme.a deluge of fans: ond

After this earth is purified 
with fire what will be the location of 
the New Jerusalem? , 


Ans. It will rest upon the earth. 
“Behold, the tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell with them.” 
Chapter 21:3. 


Ques. What is the twenty-second 
chapter intended to be? 


Ans. It is a continuation of chapter 
twenty-one. 


Ques. Besides the outward appear- 
ance of the city what does the angel 
show John? 


Ans. He now lets him within the 
city. 


Ques. What special feature .does 
John narrate as seeing within the 
city? 

Ans. The angel showed him the riv- 
er of life. The Syriac version says, 
“And he showed me a river of living 
water.” 


Ques. What does this mean? 


Ans. It means that there is a river, 
a real river of living water (not stag- 
nant, dead water) in the city. The 
waters of this river are transparent, 
that is, clear as crystal. 

Ques. Where does this river run or 
have its bed? 


Ans. From the Syriac we find it 
runs in the middle of a broad avenue 
and proceeds from the throne of God. 


Ques, According to this, where then 
will be God’s throne? 


Ans. In the New Jerusalem after she 
rests upon the earth. Also the throne 
will be at the head of this beautiful 
river and situated on a broad*avenue 
which shall be made of transparent 
gold. 


Ques. What was seen on either side 
of the river? 


Ans. A tree referred to as the tree 
of life. 


Ques. What of the fruit of this tree? 


Ans. It bears fruit each month of 
the year, each month the fruit is dif- 
ferent. 


Ques. What would this convey to 
our mind? 


Ans. That heaven is not a monoton- 
ous place but of many varities. 

Ques. Is this really a heavenly fruit 
tree? ‘ 

Ans. Yes. I am satisfied that there 
was a tree in the garden of Eden re- 
ferred to as_ the tree of life; there 
were other trees, flowers, birds and 
beasts, none will deny this, so the Bi- 
ble tells us there was another special 
tree there referred to as the tree of 
life.

“As God is so forceably impressing 
this subject on my mind I must write 
about it. It may seem like a very 

“peculiar subject to many but let it be 
What it may, here it goes for what 
it is worth. Read and consider it 
Iet’s see if we can’t get more hands 
gn this great important job. 

For a\foundation or starting point 
we will use the followmg verses found 
in Ezek. 13:3-5: “Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe unto the foolish prophets, 
that follow with their own spirit, and 
have seen nothing! O Israel, thy 
prophets are like the foxes in the 
deserts. Ye have not gone up into 
the gaps, neither made up the hedge 
for the house of Israel to stand in 
the battle in the day of the Lord.” 


First, we will notice that God spoke 
to Ezekiel, His prophet, and gave him 
a message for the prophets of Israel 
who had been following their own 
spirits. It seems that they had 
reached the place that they imagined 
they had seen something but had not 
and it was a very critical condition con- 
cerning the house of Israel and its 
protection in the day of battle which 
seemed to be just ahead. The at- 
tention of God had been attracted 
and he called on Ezekiel to go to 
these prophets and warn them that 

‘ their work would not stand. 


- It seems that they had taught the 
people that they would have peace 
and there was no peace. It also ap- 
pears that they had thrown up a wall 
out of untempered mortar and God 
knew it would not stand. Now, listen 
to the message that God gave Ezekiel 
to tell those foolish prophets. “Be- 
cause, even because they have _ se- 
duced my people, saying, Peace; and 
there was no peace; and one built up 
a wall, and, lo, others daubed it with 
antempered mortar: Say unto them 
that daub it with untempered mortar, 
that it shall fall: there shall be an 
overflowing shower; and ye, O great 
hailstones, shall fall; and a stormy 
wind shall rend it. Lo, when the 
wall is fallen, shall it not be said un- 
to you, where is the daubing where 
with ye have daubed it?” Ezek.13: 
10-42. 


Now, we Can see very plainly that 
here is something that God says will 
not stand. It is important for God’s 
prophets to get their mortar well 
tempered and not put up something 
that will fall in the days of danger 
when great floods of persecutions 
come against it. I have been called 
of God to help carry this last great 
message to the Gentile race and I 
‘feel it my duty to wake folks up to 
the fect that we only have a short 
time in which to wind up our work. 


No doubt, this mortar we read of 
represents the government used in 
holding God’s people together. God 
sees that there is some very danger- 
ous mortar going into the building 
that will never hold it together and 
as it has always been God’s plan to 
use His prophets tatake care of His 
government on earth, He warns 
Ezekiel to speak at once to the proph- 
ets. I firmly believe that God is call- 
ing cn some of His prophets of to- 
day to speak at once to some who 
are starting a wall which we know 
will never stand. After they are 
warned if they still go on and build 
with untempered mortar, we have 





ing the wall and Sanballat and Tobiah 
tried to laugh them to scorn, but Ne- 
hemiah said, “The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build.” And I ‘no- 
tice that they did build it even though 
many things were thrown in their 
way. They had to work with their 
weapons in one hand and their tools 
in the other. Some people tried. to 
call Nehemiah off to oné side and 
counsel with him but Nehemiah was 
too busy and would not stop to coun- 
sel. I pray that our preachers will 
get so busy that they can tell the 
false prophets that they don’t have 
time to counsel with them. I don’t 
have time to even read their litera- 
ture and I suppose I get as much as 
anybody but we use it for kindling 
and it is fine. . 


Now we see that while we have 
some folks to build the wall, we also 
need some hedge builders and gap 
stoppers. Now, my opinion is that 
these represent good pastors, deacens 
and leaders and they must keep on 
building on these hedges all the time. 
We need to get our people so inter- 
ested in the great Church of God that 
they will be perfectly satisfied at 
home and won’t want to go visiting 
after other doctrines. 


We also need good Sunday school 
teachers who will take an interest in 
the children. God has these teachers 
somewhere, I’m sure. We have many 
good teachers, pastors, deacons and 
leaders but we need many more to 
build the hedge good and solid. At 
the very best there will be some weak 
places and gaps will be washed out 
in time of high waters of persecution. 
Then we need some good strong elders 
and overseers who are not afraid of 
the persecutions to rush up and put 
sand bags in these gaps with a good 
application of God’s Word to keep the 
whole hedge (or levee) from giving 
away. 


The Mississippi river has a great 
levee built out away from it for the 
protection of the people along fhe riv- 
er during high water. This levee is 
built while the water is down and pre- 
pared for the high waters. When the 
river gets out of its banks, you will 
find levee walkers and men with sand 
bags hunting for weak places and 
gaps that have been washed out to 
stop them up before they get too bad. 
When they find a bad gap, they con- 
centrate their force right there and 
work until it is securely fixed. Often 
there are a great many gaps and it 
requires much help. The Church of 
God has many bunches of people who 
are working on this levee but in time 
of persecutions we need some more. 

Sometimes when there is danger 
of a flood along the Mississippi some 
people will slip out and cut gaps in 
the levee in order to turn the water 
on some one else because they @e 
afraid to be in the flood. Because of 
this fact the levee has to be heavily 
guarded. I notice in the Church that 
when persecutions begin to rise that 
some will slipyout and cut a gap 
(ower the standard) and turn the 
flood of persecutions loose on their 
brethren. Often cowards will leave 
the Chureh of God because persecu- 
tions are rising. May God help us to 
stand firm even though the highest 
waters of persecutions seem to be on 
our territory.
